DONORS’ NAMES TATTOOED 


Wh at Resulted From Lisrh th igr a Match 
Ou th e Sole of a Sh oe Out in 
th e Far West. 


Th ere is a girl in California wh o 
h as a skin of patch work. 
Sh e is a 
sort of h uman crazv quilt. 
Skin grafting is comparatively a 
modern practice, but it h as become 
more or less common of late y ears. 
Still it is u.ncommon for a patient 
to 
be 
grafted 
with 
borrowed 
epidermis to th e extent th at th is 
girl is. 
Several month s ago th e girl struck 
a match on th e sole of h er sh oe. 
It 
was a parlor match , and th e ligh ted 
h ead of th e match flew off and set 
fire to h er 
dress, 
a ligh t, fluffy 
affair, wh ich was very inflammable. 
Th e girl gave a frigh tened scream 
and clutch ed for th e wall, tipping 
over th e ch air on wh ich sh e stood. 
Down sh e fell 
to 
th e floor, but 
sprang to h er feet and fled across 
th e parlor, with h er dress blazing 
up around h er. 
Th e family were sitting down to 
supper, and a broth er, wh o h ap­ 
pened to be in th e h ouse, seized ih e 
rug off th e floor and succeeded in 
extinguish ing th e flames, but not 
until h is sister was terribly burned 
up th e entire side. 
Wh en th e surgeons were sent for 
th ey found th e girl moaning in great 
agony , wh ile to th e sh reds of cloth ­ 
ing torn from h er th ere h ung pieces 
of raw flesh , ch arred black with th e 
flames. 
Portions upon th e arm and 
leg were burned to th e bone. 
it was th ough t th e girl could not 
live, and morph ine was given, as in 
most cases of burns, to ease h er dy ­ 
ing moments. 
But, to th eir sur­ 
prise, sh e became conscious between 
th e doses of morph ine, and talked 
rationally 
with 
h er family . 
Sh e 
expressed a determination to get 
well, deplored th e foolish ness of 
h er 
accident, and declared th at, 
th ough suffering greatly , sh e knew 
by h er innermost feelings th at sh e 
was 
in no danger of immediate 
death . 
it is h eld th at wh en th ree-fourth s 
of th e surface ot th e skin is burned 
recovery is impossible, but alth ough 
th is was th is girFs case, h er courage 
and determination to live inspired | 
th e ph y sicians to h ope, and th ey 
went to work at skin grafting. 
It 
required a long time, and much 
skill and patience, but th e girl h ad 
wonderful recuperative powers, and 
today sh e is alive and well. 
It used to be a fad in making 
crazy quilts to embroider th e name 
of th e donor of each piece of silk. 
Inspired by a feeling of gratitude, 
th is girl followed th e crazy quilt 
idea by 
h aving tattooed on each 
piece of 
donated 
epidermis th e 
initials of th e giver, as a lasting 
memento of friendsh ip's sacrifice. 
Th ere were a great many pieces and 
all from different people. 
An Indian woman was h ired to 


th e mark upon th e skin in 
smail colored letters, and day by 
day th e work went on. 
It was pain 
tul, but so great was th e girFs en 
th usiasm to h ave it done th at sh e 
did not seem to feel th e pain. Wh en 
ail was completed sh e was as curious 
a specimen of a tattooed girl as was 
ever seen. 
Sh e is living at h ome quietly with 
h er parents now, for sh e is a modest 
girl, and h as no wish for notoriety .
